-FEEDING STEERS 
TO MAKE PROFIT 


The observation is made by the'su- 
perintendent of the experimental sta- 
tion at Scott, Saskatchewan, that 
dreds of unfinished cattle are sold 
each fall on a low market, while, from 
the same farms that furnish them, 
feed grain is also sold at low prices. 
At this station it has been the prac-) 
tice to feed a number of steers on 
such feeds as are ordinarily grown on | 
western farms. In his report for the 
year, the superintendent states that 
‘the average spread between the price 
‘paid for feeders and the price at which 
ithe steers were sold was 2.42 cents 
a pound, for the past five years. 
This period includes the year 1920-21 
when the selling price was below 
the purchase price owing to the de. 
preciation of values from wartime to 
normal prices. That was the only} 


year in which the steers were fed at} 
The average yearly profit |

$16.17 per head excluding !abor and 
interest charges, while the total pro- 
fit wag $2,429.42, The number of ani- 
mals fed was 121, und stabling con:

BASEBALL TROPHY

KEEPING WELL 
IN SUMMER 


“What should one do to keep well 
in the summer” says Surgeon Gen- 
eral H. §. Cumming, of the U.S. Pub- 
lic Health service, “depends on what 
one has been doing during the win- 
ter.’ As winter occupations are in- 
finitely varied it may seem at first 
blush that this dictum calls — for 
equally varied programs. — However, 
most occupations fall into responding 
vacations, 

“For instance, most men end an 
increasing number of women work 
hard all winter and take a vacation 
when summer comes. On the other 
hand, large groups of men and wo- 
men (farmers, for instance) work 
hard all summer and take a vacation 
if they ever get one, in the winter, 
when farm work is slack. Most wo- 
men work hard in their homes, and 
they too have earned oa vacation, 
though’ their right to it is not always 
acknowledged, Some men and, wo- 
men appear not to work at all and 
would be probably very angry if any- 
one acensed them of working. These 
also need a vacation but very few 
of them get a. real one. 

“A yacation should mean very dif- 
ferent things to these diferent class- 
es, A clerk, for instance, should do 
something that would make him use 
his muselegs (though not in excess), 
and an iron worker something that 
would enable him to rest his. A girl

ing cigarettes, or cooking in some 
body else's home, should use her va- 
cation in outdoor sports such as play- 
ing tennis or something like (hat. A 
tired wife or mother should rest her- 
self by getting away from husband 
and children, soothing her nerves by 
chatting with other women, and hav- 
ing a few moments of genuine pri- 
vacy. A girl who really 
works about as hard as anybody in 
the service of the Goddess of Pleas- 
ure, and is probably (temporarily at 
least) sick of teas and men and other 
girls, would do well to attend a sum- 
mer normal school, where she would 
at Jeast get a brand new outlook on 
life--unless she has courage enough 
to get a job in a factory, where, if 
she was not too haughty some factory 
girl might take pity on her and teach 
her the ropes.
